done, and in the ordinary. course, 
on payment of tlie correctly assess- 
ed duty 'to.tho agents of the Cus« 
toms, the Bank, give a receipt, for 
which on presentation at the Cus- 
toms a release permit or document 
authorising the wharf to deliver’ 
the goods is given.

appellants on June 16 and notice 
of appeal was sent on June 3Q, It 
was served on the solicitor. con- 
cerned. : ; 

His Lordship: It is addressed to’ 
the Crown. Why was Ab,served on 
Mr, Hall? a 

Counsel: I think that was a mis- 

take. t: 


His Lordship: You/are proceed-

Counsel: I should ‘like to apply {-

His Lordship continued that ‘t 
seemedto him/that the Crown had

. Mr, Hing Shing Lo: "I must ad- 
mit that [am taken aback, I can. 
only suggest that.] might appeal 
to you on the ground. :

Mr, Lo: A technical or clerical 
mistake wag made. If you have 
no objection I. will ask an adjourn- 
ment to consider how best I might 
resist the application made by the 
Crown, If you allow the ‘applica- 
tion. an obvious miscarriage, will 
occur, 

His Lordship pointed out that 
the respondent was entitled to mo- 
tion of appeal within fourteen 
days. Mr, Lo said He might say 
Mr.-Hall had done his best to get 
the Crown interested and that at 
last ‘the Crown had come into the 
case with reluctance. , 

His Lordship: Was a‘stated ‘case 
given on June 30? 

Mr. Lo: Yes, but amended sinre. 
- His -Lordship: Therefore there 
was no stated case on June 30. 

Giving judgment, His Lordship 
said they were agreed on the pro- 
per course to be taken in connexion 
with the appeal. The two men 
were convicted by Police magis- 
trate, and under the Ordinance 
the appellant should, within four- 
teen days, give a stated. case and 
also notice to. the Registrar, and 
senda copy of the case. to the 
other party. an 

In this matter the appellant had 

not complied with the section of 
the Ordinance, They had not, 
within the period named, sent a 
copy of the stated case either to 
the respondent or his solicitor, and 
no notice of motion’ was prepared 
‘on behalf,of the appellant and 
served within the time specified. 
That notice of motion was wrong 
in form. It was addressed to the 
Crown therein named as respon- 
dents, The solicitor on whom it 
was served was therefore entitled 
to disregard it, . 
“ The Crown had been improperly 
brought before the Court in the 
motion, and in the.absence of pro- 
per preliminary proceedings. the 
Court had no jurisdiction to con- 
sider the merits of the appeal as 
raised by the stated cnge,-. 

The appeal would therefore be 
dismissed, the appellant to pay the

As these lines are being written, 
an important judgment is. being 
délivered in H.M. Supreme Court 
of the greatest moment to the 
business world of Shanghai, arla- 
ing out, of the Nanking regime's 
attempt: to ‘impose prohibitive 
taxes on foreign-products. In the 
ense brought by Gande, Price, Ltd., 
against the Ocean Steamship Com-| 
pany claiming delivery of 75 cases 
of Lager beer wrongfully detain- 
ed by the defendants, or damages 
representing the value of the 
goods, judgment has just been 
given for the plaintiffs, and there- 
by a great load of worry has been 
removed from the shoulders of 
‘the foreigh community, who were 


.beginning to wonder where their 


beer was coming from in the event 
of an adverse decision. “The Bri- 
tish Court has clearly signified 
that, it does not intend to be privy 
to the breach of Treaty rights, and 
thé Nationals of.the other leading 
Powers have’ already taken the 
requisite steps protect their 
treaty rights) °° ' 

Nanking’s little’ scheme for taxa- 
‘tion is now in the unenviable posi- 
tion of a atiliborn child. “In well- 
informed and authoritative cir-. 
eles the ‘impression is "prevalent 
that the entire programme” of 
taxation, which was to have come' 
into “effect on September, 1.in 
Shanghai and in qther areas under. 
Nationalist control, has been inde- 
finitely deferred owing to the 
chaotic state into which Kuomin- 


tang politics have been plunged. 


And the Chinese General Chamber 
of Commerce has taken the lead 
in petition{ng the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment to. desist from enforcing 
the propos3d taxation on the plea 
ofits ruinous effect on Chinese in- 
dustries. All of which shows that 
the Chinese Chamber all this time 
obviously ‘was out of touch with 
the true sentiments’ of Chinese 
business men, whose best interests 
are in no sense different from 
those of their forefgn confreres. 


» The Cult of Anarchy. 


Tho other day 2 curious screed 
consisting of two sHps of paper 
was given to the community of 
Shanghai, by way of a backwash 
from the Sacco and Vanzetti case, 
purporting to emanate from a joint 
organisation rejoicing in the pic- 
turesque titles of the “Black Flag 
Union of Korea,” the “Anarchist 
Youth Federation of China” and 
the “Anarchist Federation of 
Shanghai.” The miméographed 
English text contained the amiable 
suggestion that the American Con- 
sulate in Shanghai be blown up 
and American capitalistic enter- 
prises similary sent ‘to perdition. 
These signers of the gentle appeal 
to the:“proletariat” forgot to give 
their addresses, which was dis- 
tinctly disappointing to the police. 
The screed bore evidence of So- 
viet inspiration from the very na- 
ture of ,its phraseology and sug- 
gests ‘the reflection that although 
Moscow may have decided to 
spectacular — propaganda 
methods through. a Borodjn or a 
Galen because it gets the Soviet 
into hot, water with the Powers, 
it has substituted something less 
conspicuous.

fects has been very satisfactory,

SPEAKING FILM 
PROBLEMS, 

THE EXPERIMENT WITH - 
“ST. JOAN.” 


Lonpén COMMENT, 


Next ‘Wednesday Mr. Bernard 


Staw, Miss Sybil Thorndike, and 


Mr. Lewis Casson are going " to 
cr aduct a final experiment with 
the “speaking film,” and they will 
decide, as a result of that experi- 
went, whether to continue with 
the projected filming of certain! 
scenes from “St. Joan,” states the 
Observer of. mail week. One such 
experiment has already been made 
during the week, but no decision 
has been reached. 

‘We have seen enough in our 
first-trial,” said My. Casson, in an 
interview with the The ‘Observer, 
“to be convinced that there are 
very. great possibilities “in tke 
‘speaking film’; but it cannot be’ 
stressed too much that the whole 
of our investigation from begin- 
uing to end must ‘be laboratory 
werk. We are not trying so much 
to produce definite artistic results 
a3 to find‘out the Inws of tho pro- 
duction of these films,” . - 

- This is the first occasion 21m 
which Mr. Shaw haS allowed. any 
play or part of a play of his.te be 
filmed. It is, one gathers, his 
er riosity about, and his interest 
in, the scientifie novelty and the 
technique of “the nascent art,” as 
he has called it, that has led to his 
active participation in the experi 
ment. * ‘ 

As for hig own view, Mr, Casson 
déclarés that his invention roused 
in’ him for the first time a vivid 
interest in’ the cinema. “The 
silent film,” he: said, “was not 
Interesting to me, simply becanse 
i, was silent. “My interest-is in 
the human voice, and when it be- 
came possible for the film to re- 
produce speech as well a3 gesture, 
I became immediately interested.” 

If the invention developed, 23 
ke thought it'would, Mr. Casson 
wnfessed that he would be very 
much tempted to go in seriously 
film work. Already, " he 
thought,-that within ‘the Imita- 
tions imposed by the loud-speaker, 
the speaking film had reached a 
surprising level of excellénce in 
technique.” Wherever there was 
a Joud-speaker there was necea- 
sarily-a.certain amount of" dis- 


tortion—though in that direction

: A COLOURFUL PAGEANT 
AT VEVEY. 


CERES AND BACCHUS. 


The Festival of the Vine, which 
dafes from Roman times, is to be 
held at Vevey from August 1 to 
August. 9, says Home paper of 
mail week, Itisarare and ex- 
pensive affair,.and ha’ only been 
held three or four times in a cen- 
tury. The last was in 1906 and 
cost five hundred thousand frances 
(Swiss). Ths year. it» will be 
something nearer a million francs, 
‘but the organisers hope to make 
ita success and at least to covor 
all expenses. Exch citizen is asked 
te guarantee the salé of a certain’ 
number of tickets, and each. par- 
ticipant in the pageant provides 
his own costume. The organisa- 
tion ig in the hands ‘of an artist 
who is responsible for the general 
colour-scheme and effect: 

The pagéant always follows 
closely the, old tradition, ‘but ° 
brought up to date in detail. The 
goddesses: Pales (Spring) aad 
Ceres (Summer), and the god 
Bacchus (Autumn) are ech’ ac- 
‘companied by their respective 
altars, priests or priestess.s and 
attendants, Altogether 1,800 per-, 
sous will take part, seme of whom 
haye been rehearsing since Janu- 
ary, for music and dancing are to 
play important roles and need 

much practice. 

Water-colour sketches are made 
«f the prize-winning costumes and 
of the’ pageant itself, and are 
kept in the museum as_ records. 
Here you may sec’ and compare 
‘at your leisure the pageants of; 
former cénturiles. 


Napoleonic Memory. 

The .great market-square of 
‘Vevey, large ehough for Napoleon 
to have reviewed ‘his troops there 
before marching. them into Italy, 
makes an ideal setting for tha’ 

I festival, sloping as it does from 
the old covered market at the top 
to the chestunt-trees on, the lake- 
side. It -took many carpenters 
many months.to erect” the huve' 
grand-stand which can seat over 
18,000 people. All seats over 
thirty- three francs have a back— 
a comfort not to be despised ona 
hot August day. 

Seat-holders will not only have 
‘the pageant to look at, but will 
also: be able to let their’ eyes wan- 
der over one of the widest and 
most beautiful views in Switzer- 
land. Across the dreamy, translu- 
ecnt lake are the tottured peaks 
‘of the Savoy Mountains, like’ sorne 
prehistoric waves of molten lava 
petrified in mid-air; to the left, 
the Rhone Valley, with its: long, 
sreen line.at the end of the lake, 
acove which the faint snow-caps 
of the Dent du Midi and other 
mere distant giants seem to hang 
above a soft blue haze like a

CAPTAIN'S REPORT. . 


The Oficial Account. 


“In. reporting the occurrence of 
the’ piracy, Captain G. H. Hodgaon 
states that the Yatshing, an Indo- 
‘China Steam Navigation Com- 
pany’s’ steamer of 2,400 tons, re- 
gistered at Hongkong, flies the Bri- 
tish flag, and is on the Canton, 
Hongkong; Swatow, Shi anghai and 
Tsingtao run. 

The crew consists of six “Baro: 
pean officers and engineers, and a 
-erew of 78, including 
saloon and cabin boys. The ship 
is not fitted with wireless, or with 
grilles or piracy protection de- 
vices. The total firearms provid- 
ed by the Company consisted of 
four Winchester rifles and three 
revolvers, with ammunition, in ad- 
dition to which Captain Hodgson 
and the Chief Officer each had. a 
private revdlyer, 


The Yatshing sailed from Hong- 


4 kong at noon on the 26th. August 


with general cargo and about 600 
tons of Canton ,and local cargo.

Captain: Hodgson got. the sbip, 
now feleased by the freebooters, 
runder way at 10.45 a.m. yesterday 
after staying for five hours at Bias 
Bay. ‘A course was set for 
Shanghai, but shortly after getting 
under way Captain Hodgson saw a 
steam Inunch heading towards 
them. He also saw several junks 
and sampans heading in their 
direction from the "shore, ard aos 
he had been warned by the. pirates 
that other pirates: might ‘attack 
them if they did not leave quickly, 
he turned,.and keeping the launch:
